IMMENSE LOSS OF LIFE 


1,000 Persons Reported Drowned 


by Tidal Wave in South Sea 


Islands. 


SAN FRANCISCO. Feb. 0.—News of a 


fearful loss of life in a storm Unit swept 
the South Sea islands lust month reach- 
ed here today on tne steamer .Mariposa, 
direct from Tahiti. 
The loss of life is 


estimated at 1,000. 


A huge tidal wave accompanied by a 


terrific hurricane attacked the Society 
islands aud the Tuomolu group, Jan. 13, 
with fearful force, causing dentil and de- 
vastation. The storm raged for several 
days. 


As the islands were barely twenty feet 


iitoct1 sea level it was necessary for all 
the inhabitants to take to Hie cwoanut 
trees 
when the 
water bewail 
to cov- 


er the land. These trees grow to an im- 
mense height, many reaching an altitude 
of 100 feet- All of the lower trees were 
covered by the raging seas. The natives 
iu the ta'ller trees were safe until the 
coconnut roots gave way. and then they, 
too, were, swept far out into the sea. 


One of the many acts of heroism re- 


ported is that of a woman who climbed 
one of the tall cocoanut trees and lashed 
her little babe to the branches, hanging 
on to the body of the trees beneath the 
link- ore as best she could. There they 
remained fur ten hours suffering great 
torture until rescued.

WHAT IT CONTAINS 


Provisions of the BUI Which Has 
Passed 


the Assembly 
and is Now 


Before 
Senate. 


The assembly committee on privileges • 


and elections duly reported as a substi- 
tute for the Andrew and Frear bills the 
primary election bill, which was passed 
In the assembly on Friday, Feb. fith. It 
went on the calendar, was passed by the 
bouse and is now before the somite. 


The bill provides for tho nomination 


of all state oflicers, congressmen, county 
and city officers and members of the Icg- 
ilature by primary system, the first pri- 


mary to be held the first Tuesday in Pep- 
embcr, 11HJ4 and biennially thereafter. 


KLKCnO.NT OF SENATORS. 


It ulso provides for the nomination of 


United States senator* (it the primaries 
though it is recognized that the obligu- 
iou imposed on the legislature would not 
? a binding but a moral one. 
T!iu provision of the Stevens bill of two 


vnars ago regarding party platforms is 
idopled, ihe platform to be promulgated 
it n. meeting of candidates for state of- 
fices and uie legislature. A new feature 
s that the candidates at this meeting 
shall also elect the state central com- 
niitee, two from each congressional dis- 
rice. 


PROVISIONS OF THE BILL. 


The primary bill provides that all can- 


didates for elective olliees, including can- 
.lidiitcs for United States senator, shall 
he nominated nt « primary election to 
be held the first Tuesday in September 
1!)04, and biennially thereafter, excepting 
candidates for state superintendent of 
instruction, town, village, school district 
and judiciary oflicers, and justices of the 


The secretary of state at lca«t sixty 


days before the September primary shall 
notify ench county, city and village of 
the olliees for which candidates are to be 
lominated. Kach clerk must within ten 
lays publish this notice at least one time. 
A form is provided for the use of c:im!i- 
lativs, which must be Used in order to 
nsnrc tiie placing; of a name upun the 
official ballot. 


MUST SWKAK TO KLECTOKS. 


Signers of nominating papers nre pre- 


cluded from signing more t h a n one pc- 
iitinii for any one office, and must attach 
residence addresses. The iiffidnvil of an 
lector is required to each paper setting 
forth that lie is personally 
iicquninlcd 


with all the persons wno have signed it 
ind knows ilie.y are electors. There may 
be any number of such affidavits if nec- 
essary to identify all signers tis electors. 


Nomination papers for stale 
officers 


must bear the signalures of 1 per cent 
of the lolnl voto of the party 
in 
the 


state, coining from six counties. Keprn- 
sentativcs to congress must secure the 
signatures of 2 per cent of the voters, 
and papers must be circulated in at least 
one-tenth of the district precincts. Can- 
didate for comity offices must secure 5 
per cent, of the voters' signatures. 


SEPAKATE PARTY TICKETS. 


Provision is mode for a separate parly 


ticket if tlie nominees receive 1 per cent, 
of the total vole cast at the last general 
election. 
Xonpartisnn candidates must 


secure the signatures of 2 per cent of tho 
total vote of the lost general election, 
to be obtained in the same way as other 
candidate* for Ihe same offices. Nomina- 
tions for city offices must be filed with 
the city olerk: for county offices with 
the county clerk, aud all others with the 
secretary of state. 


Twenty-five days before the primary 


the. secretary of stale is to submit the 
list of candidates to county clerks, who 
twenty days before the primary must 
publish it at least once in two newspap- 
ers. 
Publication must contain 
niiniuM 


and addresses of all candidates, the date 
of primarv and I'.ll nei-esssiry information 
relative to the. opening and closing of 
pulls. 
Town, city and 
village 
clerks 


within forty-eight hours alter receiving 
notices from the secretary of state shall 
post copies.in con.spieuous places. 


THE OFFICIAL BALLOT. 


Provision is made for an oflicial bal- 


lot for each voting precinct, on which 
the names of all candidates for whom 
nominating papers have been filed shall 
be printed". Hega riling the preparation 
and distribution of ballots the bill pro- 
vides that sample official ballots shall be 
prepared by each county clerk u-l least 
twenty days before the September pri- 
mary containing the mimes of nil candi- 
dates arranged alphabetically and print- 
ed on colored paper. County clerks are 
required lo submit the ticket of each 
party -to the county chairman and mail 
a. copy to each candidate. 


Primuries in cities are to l>c open from 


(i to 0 o'clock, and in the country from 
S a. in., lo 8 p. in. The Australian ballot 
is to be used, made np of several party 
iind noiipartinan tickets, all fastened to- 
gether at top and folded, the names of 
all candidates to be arranged alphabeti- 
cally under the proper party designation. 
In oitso a person is nominated on more 
limn one t,iclu-t he must file a written de- 
claration, stating the party designation

FILLING OF VACANCIES. 


Vacancies ocenrrii g after l.he primar- 


ies shall be tilled by -the party commit- 
tees. No person is entitled to vote at the 
primaries unless he is an elector of the 
precinct and duly registered. Primary 
day and the. Monday preceding are desig- 
nated rcgistrntion clays. Persona regis- 
•iering after the primaries roust appear 
personally before the inspectors. Provis- 
ion i« made for the appointment of two 
challengers by the purl.y committee in 
eac.h precinct. 


The eunvass of votes is to be conducted 


in 'the sarre manner as "at present. The, 
person receiving the greatest number of 
votes at a primary shall be the candi- 
date of the party for the office to which 
lie is nominated. As soon as a primary 
shnJl be certified to the 
secretary of 


state he shall publish in the official state 
paper a certified statement of the results 
as to {he candidates for state 
ofllces, 


United States senator, representatives in 
congress and for legislative offices which 
include more than one county. The sec- 
retory of state must certify to the coun- 
ty clerks the candidates nominated for 
county office. 


"MAKING THE RETURNS. 


The returns of a city primary canvass 


shall be made by the mayor, city clerk 
and treasurer, who are to meet and can- 
vass the returns the day following the 
primary. 
Copies of the returns arc t. 


be delivered to the respective city cnair- 
men, 


Prec'nct party committees arc to he 


nominated at the primaries, ench elector 
writing tlie name of three electors on his 
ticket. Thn throe receiving the highest 
number of voles shall constitute 
such 


commit too. the number receiving the larg- 
est vote in net «5 rliairmen. City and 
county party committees arc to be made 
up of the party chairmen of cnch precinct 
in the city, county or district, the state 
senatorial committee of the chairmen of 
he assembly district committees in such 
senatorial district, the eongr»sional com- 
mittees of the party chairmen of the sen- 
atorial district committees. 


THE PARTY PLATFORMS. 


Party platforms are to be mode up at

Tlie DoDHftmont Must Euforcu ttio Agree- 


ment to Improve tho Kcmds. 


Mnrinette Eagle: There is snid to be 


a move on foot with the pootoffico. de- 
partment which will result in requiring 
lurnpiked or macadamized roads on all 
free delivery routes. Routes will not 
be discontinued suddenly or without no- 
tice, but bad roads will be required to 
be repaired as soon as possible, after 
which a. year's notice will be given of tlio 
improvements required in order to main- 
tain the routes. 
This is a move in the 


right direction. A farming community

roads ought not to ask the government 
to provide o, special mail service over 
poor roads.

The fire was discovered about 11:30 


o'clock yesterday forenoon by Mrs. Col- 
lins. Her first intimation 
of 
it was 


when the house commenced to fill with 
soft coal smoke, but as that had happen- 
ed eeveral times since they commenced 
to use bituminous fnel for heating she 
thought little of it until the air about 
her grew eo suffocating that she was 
forced to retreat to the. open air. Then 
she noticed the smoke issuing from the 
uoors and windows Lelrw, and, surmising 
the trouble, an alarm was given. 


When the department arrived they 


were informed of the probtble seat of the 
fire. As the doors 
of the store 
were 


locked entrance had to be gained by 
battering open the rear ind front doors 
and then the firemen crawled on their 
hands and knees through clouds of stifl- 
ing and choking smoke to the center of 
the store 
directly above the furnace 


where they found the floor and joists 
were burning. While they were work- 
ing at this place with the chemical ex- 
tinguisher 
some of the other 
firemen 


opened all the windows to let out the 
smoke. IP- less than half an hour the 
fire was out with no damage to the stock 
except by smoke. 


The bed of the coal fire in the furnace, 


which is a hot air heater, is only about 
three feet'below the floor of the store, 
which became ignited either from over- 
heat of tha furnace or tlirogh a defect 
in the same.. It received the last supply 
of fuel in Ihe morning at about 0:30 
o'clock, shortly after which the fire is 
supposed to have caught- 


The hole burned iu the floor is about 


four feet square. Through it when part 
of the flooring gave, way the heavy siu'e 
fell and landed directly on the top of the 
furnace, wrecking it. almost completely. 


The damage to the stock of goods is 


only by smoke, and is estimated at be- 
tween five mid seven thousand dollars; 
to the building by lire about $300, each 
fully covered by insurance. 


The fire department responded to an 


alarm to the home of Mrs. Joseph Kns 
ler, corner Seventeenth and Howe streets 
last evening, to extinguish a small fire 
•that had its origin from an overheated 
stove. 
It was of no more consequence 


than the burning of a small hole in the 
floor. The damage is nominal.

sold out his business on the north side 
in order to obtain enough money for the 
purchase of the half interest which was 
represented to him as a good investment.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 9,—Speaker Hen- 


derson who lias reco\7ered from his re- 
cent indisposition presided over the de- 
liberations of the house today.

GREATLY EXAGGERATED 


United States Makes Move Ado About 


Olio rrhan Otliev Nations do of 


Dozen-Predicts Grave Crisis 


Which Few Realize. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 0.—After briefly 


discussing the'anti-trust law. and pro- 
posed department of commerce, Oaines J- 
Hill, president of the Northern Securi- 
ties company, said: 


"As labor union killed industrial Eng- 


land, so arc they destined to bring about 
a grave financial reverse in the United 
States, and the country is swiftly ap- 
proaching that crisis. It may come in 
a year; it may be deferred till the pres- 
idential year, but it is bound to come." 


Mr. Hill flatly denied, but dcprecat- 


ingly, that as the average person be- 
lieves the "United States is the leading 
manufacturing i:ation and 
is rapidly 


gathering to its bosom the markets of 
the entire world. This misapprehension, 
he averred, is the result ot* th« fuct that 
over one industrial victory, the country 
sets up a louder shout than England, 
Germany or France makes over a dozen. 


"There seems to be too much confi- 


dence in the ability of the country to 
walk right ahead of all other countries 
in manufacturing," continued Mr. Hill. 
"The country can do it, but-not without 
trouble and not without changing 
its 


present course. It 
is indeed a grave 


crisis we are approaching, although few 
seem to appreciate it- A few years may 
see the closing of many factories and the. 
throwing out of work of hundreds of 
thousands of men. We have been reap- 
ing the harvest and the reverse is coin- 
ing. How quickly we recover from it 
will depend largely on who is at the head 
of the country wlicn the break comes."

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 9—Previous 


reports of a threatened 
outbreak 
in 


China against Caucasian residents is con- 
firmed by several persons who have just 
arrived here from the Orient. Dr. James 
Young, surgeon of UK; steamer China, 
David Austin and Cf. J. Kavanaugh are 
among those who give accounts of the 
menacing attitude of tlie Boxers. 


Dr. Young accompanied by Austin and 


an Amui'iean engineer and under the di- 
rection of a Chinese guide, went -to Car- 
ton'when the steamer China was at Hong 
Kong. 
Once witliin the gates of " the 


walled city, the party was beset by a 
rabble and was met with demands lor 
money. At the outset the Chinese were 
complacent but the moment the tourists 
refused their request for coin the Mom 
golians hurled stones at the visitors and 
drove them in terror to the five story 
pagoda, where they 
were 
temporarily 


free from molestation. 
However, when 


the Americans emerged from the pagoda 
they were again pursued by the mob 
which became bolder and more defiant, 
•and finally hurled missiles of every de- 
scription at Dr. Young and his.party. A 
great stone struck Dr. Young in the neck 
and rendered him unconscious. The mob 
had almost overpowered the Americans 
when Dr. Young revived, and the three 
left the walled city with 
all possible 


speed. 


Mr. Kavanaugh declares the center of 


the impending revolution is in southern 
China and rot in the north, where the 
last outbreak occurred. 


"In Canton and the southern provin- 


ces," he said, "where there was no activ- 
ity during the uprising in 1300 is now 
thoroughly alive with cut-throats. 
The 


Chinese are procuring arms and ammu- 
nition in open violation of the treaty 
with the powers at the time the former 
uprising was settled. 


"The movement is being planned cure- 


fully. Many Americans who were in the 
Philippines have gone to China and are 
engaged in drilling and training the Chi- 
nese. It is my belief that the uprising 
will take place nt a not far distant date."

Publicity Feature of Nelson Amenil-

Combine. 


WASlirXTiTON, D. C., Fob. 'J.—The as- 


sertion that the Standard Uil company 
sought to influence legislation receives 
general credence here. 
The effort was 


niiiik' through an iutornoy of the com- 
pany, it. is sniil, who prepared u substi- 
tute for the Nelson publicity amendment 
to UK? department of commerce bill and 
gave il to the friends of the corporation 
in both branehe* of congress. 


These efforts have covered 
a 
wide 


range. They were characterized by one 
prominent Republican leader, to quote 
liim directly, "as the most remarkable of 
-which I have had 
personal knowledge 


(Inring my public, life." 


These efforts culminated during 
the 


past thirty-six hours, it is now declared, 
in direct appeals from the Standard OH 
company through its president. John D. 
Rockefeller to members of the .senate not 
to enact any anti-trust legislation at this 
time. 


Xo less than six United States senators 


have received telegrams, signed "John D. 
Rockefeller." urging that no ami-trust 
legislation be enacted. It has not been 
posMble tu obtain a cop}' of these dis- 
patches, which, it can be said, arc prac- 
tically 
identical. 
Substantially 
they 


read as follows: 


''We. arc. opposed to any anti-trust leg- 


isln:i;)ii. 
Our counsel, Mr. 
, will 


see you. It mti-.t be. stopped." 


As -t:\teil these telegrams (and it must 


be clear that only the substance and 
not. the exact wording is here given) 
were signed "John D. Rockefeller." 


One of the recipients of the telegram 


signed by ".Tnhn I). Rockefeller" said: 


"Xo siK-h formidable weapon over has 


been put in the hands of one man by an- 
other in a legislative contest a? was put 
in my hands by the sender of that tele- 
gram. 
If necessary I will rise in my 


place in the senate and read it. Then we 
will gee whether :-my votes are to be re- 
corded against the legislation at which 
these efforts are being directed." 


The Stan-lard Oil's opposition is devot- 


ed particularly to the Nelson amendment 
to section (i of Ihe department of com- 
merce hill—the amendment which con- 
tains practically the publicity feature of 
the Knox anti-trust bill. 


They did not want that incorporated 


in the measure, and. it is said, used their 
•utmost eP'orts to prevent its favorable 
consideration. 
They were unsuccessful 


as the bill with that amendment was 
agreed upon unanimously Saturday by 
the conferees of the two 
branches of 


congress. 


PRESIDENT CALLS HALT. 


Says Walter WcJlman in tho ChieaKO- 


Record-Herald of today under Washing- 
ton date of Sunday: 


"With one blow straight 
from 
the 


shoulder, President Roosevelt knocked 
out the Standard Oil trust. It was the 
president who gave to the pubiie the 
news that representatives of the oil mo- 
nopoly had been in Washington trying to 
defeat all anti-trust legislation, and that 
telegrams had been received by senators 
signed John D. Rockefeller, urging that 
tlia anti-trust act now pending be either 
emasculated or killed. 
This stroke of 


publicity on the. part of the president 
has raised a storm in Washington and 
has rendered it morally 
certain that 


snub legislation a,s the administration de- 
sires will be passed before 
March 4. 


The mere fuct that the head 
of 
the 


Standard Oil trust is using his influence 
against the pending measure is sufficient 
to insure success. Mr. Rockefeller, what- 
ever his personal virtues may be, is not 
clearly loved by the average'member of 
congress or by the public at large. Of all 
the trusts in the country the oil trust 
Is the one which has 'the least respect 
here and which would stand the smallest 
chance of having its wishes gratified in 
legislation. 


Though the episode has raised a storm 


in Washington and created a condition 
of mind in which the daring president 
is master o; the situation, and will get 
\rhiit he wants from congress without the 
necessity of culling an 
extra 
session, 


there are still some phases of the affair 
which are not easy to understand. 
Tn 


the u'rut plrtae no copy of the alleged 
telegram from Mr. Rockefeller 1ms been 
seen. It i- said, and President RooisveH 
is authority for the statement that half 
a dozen such telugronss have been re 
reived by senators. So far 'no senator 
can be found who is 'willing to admit 
that, he was one of the half dozen. Ac- 
cording to rumor, tlie littlfi missives ex- 


pressive of Mr. Rockefeller's desire 'to 
have nil trust legislation "stopped'' were 
duly delivered to Senator Aldrich, Hale, 
Kean, Spooner, Hanna and Depew. All 
have denied having received the 
tele- 


grams. There is eircum.stancial evidence 
that messages of this character were de- 
livere:1. to two or three senators, and no 
one is surprised 
that 
the 
recipients 


should not wish to appear before the 
house as being in Mr. Rockefeller's con- 
fidence and good graces to the 
extent 


that he would selcot them as objectives 
of bis congressional campaigning. 
Mr. 


Rockefeller's friendship might be an awk- 
wurd Sling to explain to one's constitu- 
ents. 


Senators who did not 
receive 
such 


telegrams, as well as those who did re- 
ceive them and who ar« strenuously de- 
nying the fact, are telling their friends 
that the whole thing is a mare's nest, 
and that it does not amount to anything. 
What has Mr. Rockefeller to do with the 
United States congress? they ask. Sim- 
ilarly the New York friends of Mr. Rock- 
efeller were as busy as beavers denying 
tha-t Mr. Rockefeller had ever sent such 
telegrams. 
They point out 
that 
Mr. 


Rockefeller is noted as a shrewd man of 
business, and that he would "not be like- 
ly to make such an idiot of himself as 
to go and place a weapon of this char- 
acter in the hands of his enemies. Up 
to'u. late hour last night no denial had 
been issued from Mr. Rockefeller himself, 
and until one is Issued the Washington 
belief will be that President Roosevelt 
knew what he was talking about when 
he informed -the. Associated Press that 
the telegrams had been received in Wash- 
ington. 
NEARLY KILLS A WOMAN

and then tried to burn her to death by 
forcing her head into the stove.

and he fled, leaving his victim uncon-

Mrs. Wilson is the wife of ex-Mayor 


Wilson of this city. Se is a handsome

IMMENSE LOSS OF LIFE 


1,000 Persons Eeported Drowned 


by Tidal Wave in South Sea 


Islands. 


SAK FRAXCISCO. Feb. 0.—News of a 


fearful loss of life, in LI storm that swept 
the. South Sea islands last month reach- 
ed here today on tne steamer Mariposa, 
direct from Tahiti. The loss of life is 
estimated at 1,000. 


A huge tidal wave accompanied by a 


terrific hurricane attacked the Society 
islands and the Tuomotu group. Jan. 13, 
with fearful force, causing death and de- 
vastation. The storm raged for several 
days. 


As the islands were barely twenty feet 


aboce sea level it was necessary for a 
the inhabitants to take to the cocoanut 
trees 
when the 
water began to cov- 


er the land. These trees grow to an im- 
mense height, many reaching an altitude 
of 100 feet- All of the lower trees were 
covered by the raging seas. The natives 
in the taller trees were safe until the 
cocoanut roots gave way, and then they, 
too, were swept far out into the sea. 


One of the many acts of heroism re- 


ported is that of a woman who climbed 
one of the tall cocoanut trees and lashed 
her little babe to the branches, hanging 
on to the body of the trees beneath the 
little one as best she could. There they 
remained for ten hours suffering great 
torture until rescued.

IXDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Feb. S.—The 


final session of the miners' convention 
Saturday accepted the operators' offer 
of a general increase of 14 per cent for 
the ensuing year in the competitive dis 
tricts. Action on the result is looked 
upon by many as a great victory for tho 
union. After accepting the proposition 
a motion to adjourn and meet again in 
Indianapolis was put and carried.

PRIMARY 
MEASURE; 
WHAT IT CONTAINS 


Provisions of the Bill Which Has Passed 


the Assembly and is Now 


Before 
Senate. 
; 


Blaze at Schulte Clothing Go. 


Quenched Before Much Dam- 


age is Sustained. 


The assembly committee on privileges 


and elections duly reported as a substi- 
ute for the Andrew and Frear bills the 
primary election bill, which was passed 
n the assembly on Friday, Feb. fith. It 
,-ent on the calendar, was passed by the 
house and is now before the senate. 


The bill provides for the nomination 


of all state officers, congressmen, county 
and city officers and members of the leg- 
slatttre by primary system, the first pri- 
uary to be held the first Tuesday in Sep- 
tember, 1004 and biennially thereafter. 


ELEC'ITON OF SENATORS. 


It also provides for the nomination of 


Jnlted States senators nt the primaries 
:hough it is recognized that the obligu- 
.ion imposed on the legislature would not 
je a binding but a moral one. 


The provision of the Stevens bill of two 


_ ears ago regarding party platforms is 
idopted, the platform to be promulgated 
at a meeting of candidates for state of- 
iees and tne legislature. A new feature 
is that the candidates nt this meeting 
shall also elect the state central coni- 
mitee, two from each congressional dis- 
rice, 


PROVISIONS OF THE BILL. 


The primary bill provides that all can- 


didates for elective offices, including can- 
didates for United States senator, shall 
be nominated at a primary election to 
be held the first Tuesday in September 
1004, and biennially thereafter, excepting 
candidates for state enperintendent of 
instruction, town, village, school district 
and judiciary officers, and justices of the 
pence. 


The secretary of state at least sixty 


days before the September primary shall 
notify each county, city and village of 
the offices for which candidates are to be 
nominated. Kach clerk must within ten 
lays publish this notice at least one time. 
A form is provided for the use of candi- 
dates, which must be used in order to 
Insure the placing of a name upon the 
official ballot. 


MUST SWEAR TO ELECTORS. 


Signers of nominating papers are pre- 


cluded from signing more than one pe- 
tition for any one office, and must attach j 
residence addresses. The affidavit of an 
elector is required to each paper setting 
forth that he is personally acquainted 
with all the persons who have signed it 
and knows -they arc electors. There may 
be 0115- number of such affidavits if nec- 
essary to identify all signers as electors. 


Nomination papers for state 
officers 


must bear the signatures of 1 per cent 
of the total vote of the party in 
the 


state, coming from six counties. Repre- 
sentatives to congress must secure the 
signatures of 2 per cent of the voters, 
and papers must be circulated in at least 
one-tenth of the district precincts. Can- 
didate for county offices must secure 5 
per cent, of the voters' signatures. 


SEPARATE PARTY TICKETS. 


Provision is made for a separate party 


ticket if the nominees receive 1 per cent, 
of the total rote cast at the last general 
election. Nonpartisan candidates must 
secure the signatures of 2 per cent of the 
total vote of the last general election, 
to be obtained in -the same way as other 
candidates for the sume offices. Nomina- 
tions for city offices mast be filed with 
the city olerk; for county offices with 
the county clerk, and all others with the 
secretary of state. 


Twenty-five days before the primary 


tho secretary of state, is to submit the 
list of candidates to county clerks, who 
twenty days before the primary must 
publish it at least once In two newspap- 
ers. 
Publication must contain names 


and addresses of all candidates, the date 
of primary and all necessary information 
relative to the opening and closing of 
polls. 
Town, city and 
village 
clerks 


within forty-eight hours alter receiving 
notices from the secretary of state shall 
post copies, in conspicuous places. 


THE.OFFICIAL BALLOT. 


Provision is made for an official bal- 


lot for each voting precinct, on which 
the names of all candidates for whom 
nominating papers have been filed shall 
be printed. Regarding the preparation 
and distribution of bnllotg the bill pro- 
vides that sample official ballots shall be 
prepared by each county clerk at least 
twenty days before the September pri- 
mary containing the names of all candi- 
dates arranged alphabetically and print- 
ed on colored paper. County clerks are 
required to submit the ticket of each 
party to the county chairman and mail 
a copy to each candidate. 


Primaries in cities are to be open from 


0 to 0 o'clock, and in the country from 
3 a. m., to 8 p. m. The Australian ballot 
is to be used, made np of several party 
and nonpartisan tickets, all fastened to- 
gether at top and folded, the names of 
all candidates to be arranged alphabeti- 
cally under'the proper party designation. 
In case a person is nominated on more 
than one t.icket he must file a written de- 
claration stating tlie party designation 


under which his name has -to be printed 
on the official ballot. 


FILLING OF VACANCIES. 


Vacancies occurrirg after the primar- 


ies shall be filled by -the party commit- 
tees. No person is entitled to vote at the 
primaries unless he is an elector of the 
precinct and duly registered. Primary 
day and tlie Monday preceding are desig- 
nated registration days. Persons regis- 
tering after the primaries must appear 
personally before the inspectors. Provis- 
ion is made for the appointment of two 
challengers by the party committee in 
each precinct. 


The canvass of votes is to be conducted 


in the same manner as "at present., The 
person receiving the greatest number of 
votes at a primary shall be the candi- 
date of the party for the office to which 
he is nominated. As soon as a primary 
shall be certified to the secretary o! 
state he shall publish in the official state 
paper a, certified statement of the results 
•as to the candidates for state 
offices, 


United States senator, representatives in 
congress and for legislative offices which. 
include more than one county. The sec- 
retary of state must certify to the coun- 
ty clerks the candidates nominated for 
county office. 


MAKING THE RETURN'S. 


The returns of a city primary canvass 


shall be made by the mayor, city clerk 
and treasurer, who are to meet aad can- 
vass the returns the *?ay following the 
primary. 
Copies of the returns are in 


be delivered to the respective city cnatr- 
men. 


Precinct party committees are to be 


nominated at the primaries, each elector 
writing tlie name of three electors on his 
ticket. The three receiving the highest 
number of votes shall constitute 
such 


committee, the number receiving the larg- 
est vote -to act -as chairmen. CHy and 
county party committees are to be made 
np of the party chairmen of each precinct 
in the city, county or district, the state 
senatorial committee of the chairmen of 
he assembly district committees in such 
senatorial district, the congrwsional com- 
mittees of the party chairmen of the sen- 
atorial district committees. 


THE PARTY PLATFORMS. 


Party platforms are to be made up at 


a meeting of the candidates for state of- 
fices and for senate and assembly, to be 
held at the cnpitol on the fourth Tues- 
day of September after the 
primaries. 


The candidates arc to elect a state cen- 
tral committee consisting of two' mem- 
bers from each congressional district, 
together with a chairman, and to per- 
form "such other business as may prop 
erly be brought before said meeting." 


The platform of each party shall be 


formed at such time that it shall be made 
public not -later than 0 o'clock of the fol- 
lowing day.

FREE RURAL MAIL ROUTES 


The Department 3IiiHt Euforco tho Agree- 


ment to Improve the Roads. 


Mnrinette Eagle: There is said to be 


a move on foot with the poatoffice de- 
partment which will result in requiring 
turnpiked or macadamized roads on all 
free delivery routes. Routes will not 
be discontinued suddenly or without no- 
tice, but bad roads will be required to 
be repaired as soon as possible, after 
which a year's notice will be given of the 
improvements required in order to main- 
tain the routes. This is a move in the 
right direction. A farming community 
which cannot afford 
to 
provide good 


roads ought not to ask the government 
to provide a special mail service over 
poor roads. It 
is a well 
established 


principle in the cities where free deliv- 
ery is had that mail will not be deliver- 
ed to houses where the sidewalks are not 
kept reasonably clear of snow. It, is 
only a further application of the princi- 
ple which provides thai roads of free de- 
livery routes shall be first class. If thi.i 
plan is put into practical operation, it 
will result in much good work being 
done in road improvement. Good roads 
always pay :i very highest percentage on 
the investment. 


If it had not been for the timely dis-

When the department arrived they 


were informed of the probable seat of tlie 
fire. As the doors of the store were 
locked entrance liad to be gained by 
battering open the rear »nd front doors 
and then the firemen crawled on their

tween ftve and seven thousand dollars;

fully covered by insurance. 


The fire department responded to an

MILWAUKEE, Feb. 9,—Joseph G. 


End, a general merchant .of Shsboygan, 
Wis., filed a petition in bankruptcy in 
the federal court today. The liabilities 
nre placed at $77,OuO aud assets at .$02,- 
000. 


This morning at 10 o'clock in Justice 


Wentworth's court the ease of Peter 
Breckenfeld vs. George Snyder was.on 
trial. Witnesses were examined by the 
state and Attorney Peter B. Nelson was 
engaged to defend Snyder. The prisoner 
sat in a corner aside of his counsel and 
looked haggard and downcast. Occasion- 
ally he would give his mustache a twist 
and his confinement in jail is telling on 
Lis health. The early part of the morn- 
ing was given to the hearing of the tes- 
timony of Mr. Breckenfeld. In brief he 
stated as follows: 


When Snyder approached me I was at 


labor at my shop and did not have much 
•time to talk to him but a date was set 
for both of us to come together and talk 
in regard to purchasing the Up -to-Date 
music school of. this city. It was on the 
evening of November 29th, 1902 that I 
met Snyder at the rooms of the school, 
where we talked the matter over and it 
was explained that $150 in cash was com- 
ing in each week from the pupils and 
that 100 instruments were on hand and 
they had a good start if the business 
should be taken over. 


Snyder made the remark that he would 


give $25 to see Breckenfeld come in on 
the deal. Snyder said he would put $750 
in tlie business which would purchase 
half' and BrecKenfeld was to put in the 
other $750, and between them they would 
own the entire business. This ended the 
business of that evening and arrange- 
ments were made to meet on the follow- 
ing Sunday which was December 1st, at. 
Snyders home on Huron street and it 
was said a Mr. Schadd, owner of the 
school, would be present. 


They met that evening but Sehnnd did 


not appear and again the matter was 
discussed. On the- following day Snyder, 
Breckenfeld and Schadd met at the rooms 
of the school where the deal wa.s closed. 
$750 in cash was given to the manager 
from Breckenfeld and Snyder wrote out 
a check for $750 to. purchase the ..other 
•half of the business. Papers of tha bill 
of sale were then made out by Schadd 
who left this city. After this was done 
it was learned that there .was a number 
of outstanding'accounts which were not 
revealed to Breckenfeld before the deal 
was closed.

Breckeufeld claims that Snyder, who 


was behind the move, made many 
mis- 


representations which were untrue, and 
that when the interest was purchased 
he thought everything was all right. It 
was learnen after that tho-. deal looked 
suspicious and 
an investigation was 


made by BreckenJeld in regard to the 
purchase. It was ascertained that Sny- 
der was to *eave the' city and he -was 
arrested at his home on tState street on 
a charge of obtaining money under false 
pretenses. It seems that Breckenfeld 
sold out his business on the north side 
in order to obtain enough money for the 
purchase of the half interest which was 
represented to him as a good investment, 


Snyder while in Racine claimed to be 


manager of the school in this city but 
it was later learned that he was only a. 
collector and solicitor."' The check issued 
by Snyder is claimed to bo worthless and 
at the bank at St. Paul he had no money 
to this amount. At first it was thought 
when the check wns written it was on the 
First National bank of this city but later 
it was discovered it was ,ou a St, Paul 
bank. 
The case will occupy the court 


the entire day and it is expected Snyder 
will be called to take the stand in his 
own behalf.

TH13 ISTHMUS CANAL. 


The reasons that lead to the Spoo- 


ner resolutions deciding upon the Pana- 
ma route if a -title could be given satis- 
factory, were that the Panama canal was 


, the shortest through, being less 
than 


fifty miles as to the 192 of the Nicara- 
gua, next that the Panama route was 
lar less liable to eartnquakes and vol- 
canic eruptions, that over a third of the 
work had already been done on the Pan- 
ama and the entire cost, would be less 
than the Nicaragua, while that 
route 


would also carry the Panama railroad 
•with it. Another consideration was that 
the cost of operation of the Panama will 
bo materially less, the cost being placed 
at about four-sixths of that of the Nica- 
ragua, route is chosen. Vessels may go 
through the Panama canal when com- 
pleted in day light, while the Nicaragua 
route will require over two days. 


It is but fair to. .say that the upper 


route or Nicaragua route has a distinct 
advantage in its favor allying through 
territory that there cnn never be any 
question as to our 
holding sovereign 


rights, and -the route being much more 
direct from the eastern ports 
of tho 


country to the western ports. 
Coming 


from the ports of. the Asiatic countries 
or Pacific coast ports, the 
Nicaragua 


route offers a shorter distance to the at- 
lantic ports than would the Panama 
route offer, but as an oll'set to this our 
Atlantic and Gulf of Mexico ports would 
have a shorter sailing or steaming voy- 
age to South American ports via the Pa- 
nama route. 


The majority of senatorial minds sum- 


med up the advantages on the side of the 
Panama route and to that onrl the Spo- 
ner resolutions were decided upon. The 
result: of the negotiations 
were 
that 


while we attain no sovereign rights, we 
do exert a sort of half and half police 
patrol with Columbia, and may lease it 
perpetuity, that is by terms of 100 years 
at our pleasure, a strip of land about half 
a mile in width on each side of thp canal. 
Nicaragua reserves sovereign rights and 
may at its pleasure transport its troops 
over the route. The lease terms,'-.$250,- 
000 a year are not cxhorbitnnt, while the 
principle sum of $40.000,000 for the canal 
property of the old company and S10.- 
OOOjOOO going to Columbia, considering 
things, is reasonably fheiip. 


The canal treaty is yet pending in the 


senate and if such men a* Senator Mor- 


. gun ran influence the matter, it will con- 


tinue right on pending.

The 
railroads and insurance companies and 
other combinations make public their 
matters of details, as does the great steel 
trust. But just the same the combina- 
tions of rates continues, the steel trust 
regulates its charges so that the inde- 
pendents realize the devil is afier them 
most of the time, and the thing goes 
merrily on. 


What the country expects after all the 


emanations from officialdom at Washing- 
ton, is -that something be done to the 
purpose. This was the real verdict of 
the elections of November. The 
first 


probes looked attractive but business is 
.ooked for now and results that people 
may realize definiteness marks the thing. 
All these things can't be done in a day 
or a week or a month and the people 
have placed full faith In the president 
that their interests being crushed on all 
sides will be protected. 
Let 
congress, 


act towards a. defined line and with a 
purpose that can not be misconstrued. 
What people call for is a cessation of 
the trust power and practices, and very 
possibly trust regulation may not neces- 
sarily mean the ceasing of objectionable 
practices.

ted and only a fine provided for violators, 
that it would be far easier to enforce the 
law. The Elkins bill is not a full fledged 
anti-trust bill at all. but it is a bill that 
if law and enforced will 
prevent 
any 


farther continuation of the practice of 
railroads giving freight 
rebates 
and 


granting freight 
discriminations. 
The 


terms of tho bill make any granting of 
favors a misdemeanor .and empowers the 
inter stats commerce commission with 
authority to procrort before any circuit 
court by petition embodying with such 
petition, the proofs of such violations of 
law. 


This throws then the burden upon the 


circuit, court who in turn will institute 
an official jnquiry and proceed to enforce 
the law. It is supposed 
the United 


States circuit courts will act promptly 
upon any petitions emanating from the 
jnt&r state commerce commission, since 
the expressed terms of the law make this 
obligatory, though net as to time. The 
Elkins bill in fact is but a strengthening 
of the inter state commerce lew which 
for years past has been but a plaything 
for the courts, the railways and an an- 
r.oyance for all shippers not enjoying 
freight rebates and discriminations. One 
complaint lately admitted the complai- 
nant had received a favored rebate of 
something like lly., per cent, but it had 
been discovered that some, competitors 
of this same complainant were receiving 
an additional rebate of something like 
3iy2 per cent therefore the thing was un- 
fair and it will be candidly admitted it, 
•was unfair.

In 
these days all powerful trusts controll- 
ing the springs of power ought to be 
able to manipulate the pateuts in such 
a wav as to throw out the fellows so 
impudent as to refuse to accept the of- 
fers of the tni=t to buy their patents. 
It appears says an account "that the 
trust people, are greatly worried over 
failure to gain control of some important 
patents without which the combine will 
be nimble to corner the manufacture of 
farm implements. These patents are now 
held by outsiders, who positively refuse 
to .sell them at any price. Instead of nn 
outright sale of the patents, the holders 
demand a royalty from the trust with 
the privilege of letting anyone'making 
farm implements use the improvements 
on the same terms. With those patents 
accessible, the outside manufacturers of 
farm implements find themselves able to 
compete with the trust and as the same 
time make a profit." 


It, also seem? the trust unexpectedly 


fimls the outside concerns enlarging their 
plants, and full of orders secured from 
the country. 
The.-e concerns declining 


to enter the trust scurried out and a 
favoring sentiment and fir.-t class goods 
besides, piled in the orders to such an ex- 
tent that sufficient capital poured in en- 
abling them to enlarge and prepare to 
compete with the trust, who 
will 
of 


course resort to the usual expedient of 
reducing prices, throwing down their 
competition and then raising prices to 
suit themselves. 


But someway the trust will find influ- 


ence to knock out these people impudent- 
ly refusing to let them have the neces- 
sary patents. 
May be some of our na- 


tional legislators who decline to admit 
thorp 
are 
any 
trusts 
might com- 


pel the patent office to do a little jug- 


| glcry with these stubborn patentees, that 
the trust fellows have their way. 


THE CAUSE OF IT. 


Had the Pennsylvania coal operators 


never held up the public through means 
of their combinations, and controlled the 
retail trade of the country as well as 
the prices at which coal could he retail- 
ed, there would be no trouble now. I 
was natural when through the long 
strike and vastly lessened supplies, this 
was no longer possible at least while thi= 
continued, that the retailers and the in 
dependent coal operators took due ad 
vantage of their freedom. The first thing 
the independents did when the coal trus' 
released them from the 65 per centagi 
agreement on coal at tidewater, was to 
double the price of coal over -what th 
trust itself advertised to sell coal at 
Such was the scarcity that people hai 
to pay a largo advance. Now howeve' 
the independents have of themselve 
given up their freedom and returned t 
trust conditions.

the coal business always been removei 
from trust control, there would hav 
been no such scenes as have occurred al 
over the country.

once more take hold and compel the re 
tailcrs and the alleged independents t 
obey orders. The proposed

The official or administration primary 


election bill has been passed to a third 
reading equivalent to passage by the as- 
sembly by 
a vote of 70 to 
20. No 


amendments were made, 
though it is 


cnown a number of members who voted 
yes are relying upon the senate to do 
some trimming. Assemblyman Dixon of 
the Racine district voted yes and As- 
semblyman Slade of Kenosha, voted no. 
Bradford and other former well known 
stalwarts are recorded in favor of the 
measure. 


The bill will reach the senate probably 


in a few days, and while no opposition 
to a primary measure is expected, some 
pruning may be done on conservative 
lines. The vote as recorded shows 03 Re- 
publicans! and 13 Democrats for and 9 
Republicans and 11 Democrats opposed. 


Social Democracy maybe a fine thing

But forest fires are a,s great an 
enemy as are wood depredators for last 
year there were 1,063 fires discovered 
which destroyed the forests upon 67,799 
acres. The commissioner reports that in 
tha work of reforesting the areas defor- 
ested the land office has been quite suc- 
cessful. 


It seems the house on Thursday pass- 


ea an anti-trust bill to be even with the 
senate as giving the people a guarantee 
of good-faith. The thing however, is for 
both house and senate to agree on one 
measure and present it to the president 
'not .only as a guarantee of good faith to 
ti.e country, but as a pledge that is not 
to be recalled.

Before coal weather is over many coal 
stocks will have been taken possession of 
by-constituted nuthorities and before an- 
other congressional session has terminat- 
ed, the people will have demnnded some 
check be placed upon the rapacity that 
would in any article or necessary of life 
or body attempt conspiracies in trade by 
which people are taken advantage of. 


A bill has been introduced providing 


for the appropriation of $20,000,000 for 
the betterment 
of the. roads 
of the 


country. There is no particular need of 
any such appropriation, for 
certainly 


the wealth of our communities is suffic- 
ient to enable them -to construct and im- 
prove their own roadways.

SENATOR QUARLES' LETTER. 


Sly contention i-as always been and is, 


that domestic competition is a funda- 
mental element in the system of protec- 
tion as framed by the Republican party. 
While foreign competition was held in 
check by our tariff system, the expecta- 
tion was that unrestricted competition 
at home would regulate our markets _and 
insure reasonable prices for commodities 
of American manufacture. This expec- 
tation was fully jrealized in practice. It 
follows that any influence that inter- 
feres with competition in our town mar- 
kets is a menace to the system. . 


When great combinations of capital 


seek to monopolize domestic production, 
and destrov or absorb independent oper- 
ators for "that, purpose, it is time for 
congress to intervene and invite foreign 
competition to frustrate 
such 
design. 


Such intervention does not involve hos- 
tility to the protective principle, but it 
is a'recognition of new conditions which 
call for a readjustment of schedules. 
COULD NOT FORTELL CONDITIONS. 


These conditions could not have been 


foreseen in 1397, when the Dingley tariff 
act was framed, but, being apparent now, 
they should be fairly and fearlessly, dealt 
with. I think the time has come when 
a revision of certain tariff schedules is 
wise, whatever the basis for confidence 
that domestic competition, in a country 
of such marvelous energy and abundant 
wealth, 'will eventually vindicate itself 
and bring relief to the people. A wise 
readjustment of the • schedules will, in 
my judgment, prove wholesome. 


It is always necessary to distinguish 


between the principle of protection and 
the 
tariff schedules, which constitute 


merely an application o£ that principle. 


It is reasonable to expect that the 


wonderful changes in commercial condi- 
tions, which we have witnessed in the 
lost six years, amounting almost to a 
revolution in business methods, would 
make necessary revision of these sched- 
ules, to "stand pat" at such a time is 
to ignore facts and conditions with which 
everybody is familiar.

POOR FARM PROJECT 


Kenosha's Dependents Knmbariiur 74 Will 


All be Placed Thereon. 


Kenosha will try to solve the problem 
£ caring for paupers by placing them 


all on a farm and within a few months 
seventy-four people will be placed there- 
on. A man 'and his wife will be placed 
n charge of the farm and it is probable 
the city will purchase a. small amount of 
live stock for the sake of furnishing dairy 
supplies to the farm. 


The experiment of tne city is being 


watched closely by many cities in Wis- 
consin, as this is the first time that any 
of the cities of the state have attempted 
to force the dependents to live on a farm. 
If the experiment is a success it is prob- 
able that the lead of Kenosha will be 
followed by several other cities.

NEW YORK, Feb. 9—After . briefly 


discussing the santi-trust law. and pro- 
posed department of commerce, James J- 
Hill, president of the Northern Securi- 
ties company, said: 


"As labor union killed industrial Eng- 


land, so are they destined to bring about 
a grave financial reverse in the United 
States, and the country is swiftly ap- 
proaching that crisis. It may come in 
a year; it may be deferred till the pres- 
idential year, but it is bound to come." 


Mr. Hill flatly denied, but deprecat- 


ingly, that as the average person be-, 
lieves the United States is the leading 
manufacturing nation and is 
rapidly 


gathering to its bosom the markets of 
the entire world. This misapprehension, 
he averred, is the result of the fact that 
over one industrial victory the country 
sets up a louder shout than England, 
Germany or France makes over a dozen. 


"There seems to be too much confi- 


dence in the ability of the country to 
walk right ahead of all other countries 
in manufacturing," continued Mr. rHill. 
•"'The country can do it, but^iot without 
trouble and not without changing its 
present course. It 
is indeed •' a grave 


crisis we are approaching, although few 
seem to appreciate it- A few years may. 
see the closing of many factories and the 
throwing out of work of hundreds of 
thousands of men. We have been reap- 
ing the harvest and the reverse is com- 
ing. How quickly we recover from it 
will depend largely on who is at the head 
of the country when the break comes." 


THE AD VALOBEM FEATURE 


The New Proposed Method of Arriving; a 


the Value of All Railroad Property. 


Madison Democrat: 
The newspapers 


are "now discussing the ad valorem prop- 
osition in taxing railroads. It is assert- 
ed that the change of method of taxing 
these public service corporations to an 
ad valorem system means that they must 
be taxed in each township in the state 
for the strip of right of way therein; 
and the depot grounds must be taxed in 
the towns or cities where they happen 
to be. It is attempted to be shown that 
this method would .bring great revenue 
to some assessment districts, like Mil- 
waukee, Madison, Fond du Lac, and none 
to localities not touched by a part of the 
lines of rood. 


The present method of requiring the 


companies to pay a sum into the state 
treasury based upon their earnings in the 
state is held legal by.the supreme court- 
True, it was once placed on the ground 
that, having once been so decided at the 
outset, the court would not change the 
rule; but since that time and -many 
years later the opinions of Judges Dixon 
and Paine have been reviewed by. the 
court and pronounced unsound, and are 
disapproved. The present system is held 
to be constitutional as an original ques- 
tion. 
• 


No one, as the understanding here is, 


proposes to proscribe an ad valorem sys- 
tern of assessing iu each taxing district 
what ever fraction of a railroad line is 
found there. That might be intolerable 
to all concerned. What is meant by the 
ad valorem method is that in determin- 
ing how much the railroad company shall 
be required to pay, the earnings of the 
road shall not uc.taken as a basis, but 
the value of its property in the" state 
shall be the basis and the same general 
rate applied that'is applied to other 
property. It is a license or franchise 
tax payable in a luiup sum into 
the 


treasury, and; not to the local treasuries 
for . local purposes. This will he 
so 


whether the basis be a per cent of gross 
earnings or a per cent on valuation, cor- 
responding as near -as may be to the. 
rate paid on other property in the total. 


In late cases the supreme court has 


laid down the rule that,' in assessing the 
tangible property of public service en- 
Hirely and not such part of it.is may be 
in a particular taxing district, must be 
assessed in a lump, the franchise and 
other property altogether, and this must 
be assessed at the place .where the com- 
pany has its principal office or place of 
business, though portions of its build- 
ings, tracks, poles etc., are in other tax- 
ing or assessment districts. 


But, if the present method is constitu- 


tional, it 13 plainly just as much so 
when the only change is to base the 
amount upon value instead of earnings, 
especially when the reason, of change is 
to reach equality and justice rather than 
ura'airness. There is little fear that such 
n huv will'poiiflict^with the ^constitution.

reports of a threatened 
outbreak • in 


China against Caucasian 'residents is con- 
firmed by several persons:who Jiave Just, 
arrived here from the Orient. Dr. James 
Young,'surgeon of the steamer China, 
David Austin and G. J. Kavanaugh are 
among those who give accounts of the 
menacing attitude of.the Boxers. 


Dr. Young accompanied by Austin and 


an American engineer and under the di- 
rection of a Chinese guide, went to Can- 
ton' when the steamer China was at Hong 
Kong. 
Once within the gates of '.'the 


walled city, the party was beset by a 
rabble and was met with demands for 
money. At the outset the Chinese were 
complacent but the moment the tourists 
refused their request for coin the Mon^ 
golians hurled stones at the visitors and 
drove them in terror to the five story 
pagoda, where they were 
temporarily 


free from molestation.. However, when 
the Americans emerged from the pagoda 
they were again pursued by the mob 
which became bolder and more defiant, 
and finally hurled missiles .of every de- 
scription at Dr. Young and Ms- party. A 
great stone struck Dr. Young in the neck 
and rendered him unconscious. The mob 
had'almost overpowered the Americans 
when Dr.. Young revived, and the three 
•left the Availed city with 
all possible 


speed. 


Mr. Kavauaugh declares the center of 


the impending revolution is' in southern 
China and not in the north, where the 
last outbreak occurred. 


"In Canton and the southern provin- 


ces," he said, "where there was no activ- 
ity during the uprising in 1900 is now 
thoroughly alive with cutthroats. The 
Chinese are procuring arms and ammu- 
nition in open violation of the treaty 
with the powers at the time the former 
uprising was settled. 


"The movement is being planned care- 


fully. Many Americans who were iu the 
Philippines- have gone to China and are 
engaged in drilling and training the Chi- 
nese. It.is ruy belief that the uprising 
will take place nt a not far distant date."
